Appropriations b ills are b eginning to flow 
from Congress at a rate akin to the Ohio River 
after a spring thaw. 
As could b e expected, most have b een cut 
only an amount equal U> the padding that goes 
into annual spending requests. All that whoop­ 
ing and hollering ab out congressional action to 
whip federal speixlhig into Ihie was just talk. 
What is to b lame for this shameful furthering 
' of irresponsib le federal spending? 
At the top is Présidât Johnson, who requests 
Arnericans to dig down and shell out, all in the 
nafional interert, of course, while Ms programs 
accelerate at a dizzy pace to create deficits b e­ 
yond comprehension. 
There is the House of Representatives where 
the most noise was made ab out forcing fiscal 
responsib ility in* federal spending. Yet, too 
mapy re|n^ntafives decided to keep hands <rff 
“poiic b arrel” legislation and pet projects. 
There is only ab out 40 per cent of the nation­ 
al b udget where cutting is feasib le. Wh« i con- 


gressnwn place other areas off limits, effective 
cutfing goes out the window. 
There was opposition from b ig cities. Thruogh 
corruption and inattention to b uilding codes and 
Inspection procedures, large cities have placed 
themselves b eMnd a king-sized eight b all and 
must rely on federal funds to b ail them out. 
Washington always has b een so ready to 
hand out a b ushel of money, so cities forgot 
ab out inifiative at the local level. 
J ( ^ conference finally did some trimming 
b efore final action sent the appropriations b ills 
to the White House. Reducfions amounted to 
mere millions, not Mllions. 
As soon as all the mimey b ills are cleared, 
pressure vdM b uild for Prerident Joteison’s tax 
increase for more money to b e fed into the 
yawning maw at the federal deficit. 
You can b et on it. The taxpayer’s last weak 
hope was destroyed when the federal spending 
cut b alloon popped.

WASHINGTON - At 12:01 a.m., Oct 11, the 
b ig fedoal ordnance plant in grimy Scranton, 
Pa., stopped hatching its special b rand M eggs 
- 175 mm shells. TMs harassed the Pentagon 
far more than the impending 
stampede of mass picnicking 
and picketing due 10 days lat­ 
er. 
Those 175s are destined for 
the Vietnamese front. The 
riieUs must flow steadily into 
the 
pipeline.

Scranton installation, run b y 
the Chamb erlain Co., is the

sole producer of 175s. Furthermore, it whips 
out some m i^ty important 156s as weU — that 
is, when it is producing. 
It went dead on Oct. 11 when 1,100 machin­ 
ists went out on strike. The Pentagon produc­ 
tion and supply b rass b urned up the wires. 
They said. In effect, U.S. mflltary forces in 
Vietnam juri could not take that single, local 
strike for two weeks. But fiie lines held feet. 
The work force stayed “on the b rides.” T h« 
the goverommt’s qiedalist In reason, Yfilllam 
Simkin, Director of fiie Federal Mediation and 
Condllation Service, ‘invited” the b elligerents 
to Ms headquarters here.

Almost always 
at the final minute the last hurrah goes to 
some outside specialist 
Now comes an ecocxnny tidal wave from Con­ 
gress. An across-the-b oard b udget cut has b een 
ord« ed in all agnicies all the way from the 
Dept of Interior’s Wild life Division to Media­ 
tion. Simkin’s agency is b udgeted at a puny $7 
million annually. That’s ab out what it costs to 
send up one rain spotting satellite. That’s ab out 
vriiat it costs to keep a 35-man delegation living 
luxuriously for several years for marathon de­ 
b ates on esoteric matters in Geneva, Paris or 
R(xne. 
Yet the Mediation Service, ehich keeps that 
Vietnam pipeline filled, as the Pentagon will 
testify, now faces a slash even in its tight 
miM-b udget 


THIS PROPOSED SLASH would slice at least 
SO, and prob ab ly 60, skilled mediators from 
Simkin’s staff. This cut could cripple the Serv­ 
ice. 
Apparently Congress has forgotten that the 
Pentagon, to save hundreds of millions of dol­ 
lars, has taken a calculated risk on the mili­ 
tary production fnmt. R i ^ now a thousand 
wartime items are needed wMch would b e 
junked if peace b roke out to Southeast Asia. 
Therdtore, few dvilian manufecturers rush in 
to revamp their fedlities to make shells, or 
mini seven pound rapid-fire guns, or special en­ 
gines. Therefore, the Defense Dept, haa had to 
set {» tKtootion of key items in a single source 
plant. TMs is the case with special engines for 
troop carrying helicopters now b eing made to 
Aveo’s Lycoming Division plant, Stratford, 
Conn. This is tte case with a special dive 
b omb ers’ speed control unit, also made only at 
Stratford. This is the caae with the Colt Indus- 
fries’ M-16 rifle. TMs is true in production of 
special radar parts, naval torpedoes, air-to-air 
missiles and special gun b all powder. 
Yet each of these “items” has b een struck 
during tMs war. And each time, Bill Simkin 
and Ms men patiently reopened the pipeline.

Many people do not know the meaning of Im 
flation. But they are certainly feeling its e4 
fects. 
Latest figures released b y the U.S. Buean of 
Lab or Statistics tell a story with far-reaching 
significance. / 
The “average city family of four” now needs 
an income of at least $9,191 a year to maintain 
a moderate standard of living. The figme var­ 
ies in the 39 metropolitan areas suvqred. 
Thus, in New York Qty, the sum necesaary 
for a family of four is $10,293 a year, wMle in 
Austin, Texas, it amounts to $8,088. 
The study accentuates the fact that family 
expenses in general have gone up 40 per cent 
since 1951 and approximately 16 per cent stoce 
1959 as a result of price increases alone. 


THE RISING cost of living extends not only 
to costs of food, housing, transportation, doCMng 
and personal care b ut to other items in the 
b udget of a family of four. 
How did tMs happen? Most people have b een 
unaware of the economic forces tiiat have 
steaitily pushed prices Mgher. 
Lab or unions have b een demanding increases 
in income for memb ers. 
Employers agree to new wage scales — w* 
undergo costly strikes — « id to offset the added 
expenditures, they feel compelled to raise 
pricm. 
In some instances, this means a decrease in 
demand and reduction in profits, esoedally for 
marginal ¡woducers who do not have more 
money to spend to market their products. 
On the whole, the national economy has b een 
pressed on all sides for several years. The cost 
of living has steadily risen, as wages and 
prices have M'l^en previous records. 
Unfortunately, politics has had much to do 
witii failure to restrain inflation. Administra­ 
tions have b een tempted to attract votes b y in- 
creMing expenditures for special projects 
throughout tlw country. 
But not enough tax money has b een collected 
to jnwvent huge d^cits. WMe the Vtetnam 
War Ins sub stantially increased the federal 
b udget, some Inflation would have occurred 
even withmit the expenses of the war In South­ 
east Asia. This is b ecause tiie deficits were 
considerab le in size even b efore the \fietnam 
war was expanded. 
The economic history of the United States 
shows that in periods of recession or depres­ 
sion, prices have fallen and unemployment has 
b een w ide^ad. So long as government spend­ 
ing continues on a larger and larger scale.

sulted.

Auto Workers today, as well as steel work­ 
ers, are getting around $10,000 a year, taclud- 
tag “fr*tage” b enefits paid b y employers.

Appropriations bills are beginning to flow 
from Congress at a rate akin to the Ohio River 
after a spring thaw. 
As could be expected, most have been cut 
only an amount equal to the padding that goes 
into annual spending requests. All that whoop­ 
ing and hollering about congressional action to 
whip federal spending into line was just talk. 
What is to blame for this shameful furthering 
of irresponsible federal spending? 
At the top is President Johnson, who requests 
Americans to dig down and shell out. all in the 
national interest, of course, while his programs 
accelerate at a dizzy pace to create deficits be­ 
yond comprehension. 
There is the House of Representatives where 
the most noise was made about forcing fiscal 
responsibility in federal spending. Yet, too 
many representatives decided to keep hands off 
“ pork barrel” legislation and pet projects. 
There is only about 40 per cent of the nation­ 
al budget where cutting is feasible. When con­ 


gressmen place other areas off limits, effective 
cutting goes out the window. 
There was opposition from big cities. Thruogh 
corruption and inattention to building codes and 
Inspection procedures, large cities have placed 
themselves behind a king-sized eight bail and 
must rely on federal funds to bail them out.

Reductions amounted to 
mere millions, not billions. 
As soon as all the money bills are cleared, 
pressure will build for President Johnson’s tax 
increase for more money to be fed into the 
yawning maw of the federal deficit.

Scranton installation, run by 
the Chamberlain Co., is the Victor Riesel 
sole producer of 
175s. Furthermore, it whips 
out some mighty important 155s as well — that 
is, when it is producing. 
It went dead on Oct. ll when 1,100 machin­ 
ists went out on strike. The Pentagon produc­ 
tion and supply brass burned up the wires. 
They said, in effect, U.S. military forces in 
Vietnam just could not take that single, local 
strike for two weeks. But the lines held fast. 
The work force stayed “on the bricks.” Then 
the government’s specialist in reason, William 
Simkin, Director of the Federal Mediation and 
Conciliation Service, “invited” the belligerents 
to his headquarters here. 


THAT WAS ON Tuesday, Oct. 17. In three 
days of the most professional persuasiveness 
Simkin and his colleagues got a settlement. 
Ratification by the militant machinists, whose 
Local 847. like so many others, is virtually au­ 
tonomous, came two days later on Sunday. Bv 
the morning of Monday, Oct. 23, the big “eggs” 
began rolling into the pipeline again. Otherwise 
there would have been a shell shortage over 
there. 
That’s the Scranton story. Virtually no one 
but the home town folks — and a lot of U.S. 
artillery men — generally take notice. But be­ 
tween 50 and 75 times a year, the same script 
is reenacted — different characters, different 
union, different employer, different locale, but 
same hairline escape from danger on some 
front near the “DMZ.” 
And each time, Bill Simkin the Quaker, gen­ 
tle but with a whim of iron when it comes to 
pumping that pipeline, gets the men off the 


bricks, the licensed producer off the dime and 
the military material moving again. 
Simkin is no wizard of odds. He sweats it 
out, but not alone. With him across the land 
are 250 Mediation Service specialists. Mostly 
they, as he, work anonymously. Almost always 
at the final minute the last hurrah goes to 
some outside specialist. 
Now comes an economy tidal wave from Con­ 
gress. An across-the-board budget cut has been 
ordered in all agencies all the way from the 
Dept, of Interior’s Wild Life Division to Media­ 
tion. Simkin’s agency is budgeted at a puny $7 
million annually. That’s about what it costs to 
send up one rain spotting satellite. That’s about 
what it costs to keep a 35-man delegation living 
luxuriously for several years for marathon de­ 
bates on esoteric matters in Geneva. Paris or 
Rome. 
Yet the Mediation Service, which keeps that 
Vietnam pipeline filled, as the Pentagon will 
testify, now faces a slash even in its tight 
mini-budget. 


THIS PROPOSED SLASH would slice at least 
50, and probably 60, skilled mediators from 
Simkin’s staff. TTiis cut could cripple the Serv­ 
ice. 
Apparently Congress has forgotten that the 
Pentagon, to save hundreds of millions of dol­ 
lars, has taken a calculated risk on the mili­ 
tary production front. Right now a thousand 
wartime items are needed which would be 
junked if peace broke out in Southeast Asia. 
Therefore, few civilian manufacturers rush in 
to revamp their facilities to make shells, or 
mini seven pound rapid-fire guns, or special en­ 
gines. Therefore, the Defense Dept, has had to 
set production of key items in a single source 
plant. This is the case with special engines for 
troop carrying helicopters now being made in 
Avco’s Lycoming Division 
plant, 
Stratford, 
Conn. This is the case with a special dive 
bombers’ speed control unit, also made only at 
Stratford. This is the case with the Colt Indus­ 
tries’ M-16 rifle. This is true in production of 
special radar parts, naval torpedoes, air-to-air 
missiles and special gun ball powder. 
Yet each of these “items” has been struck 
during this war. And each time, Bill Simkin 
and his men patiently reopened the pipeline. 
What price economy now?

Nixon Knows The Score 


If the Republican Party selects Richard M. 
Nixon to oppose President Johnson in 1968. it 
will have a master of Asiatic affairs. His know­ 
ledge of that vast area has accumulated over 
13 years. 
In 1954 at about the time the French were 
being driven from their colonial possessions in 
Indochina, Nixon and Adm. Arthur W. Radford 
suggested to President Eisenhower an Ameri­ 
can commitment to hold the line against Com­ 


munism. 
When this leaked out to the press, there was 
considerable dissent. Late in the 1950s. Nixon 
made an extensive visit to the perimeter of 
Asia He suggested a larger commitment of 
American forces in 1958. There was accurate, if 
grim, prophecy in those suggestions. 
Since then, Nixon has. either by visits or con­ 
tacts with Asiatic leaders, demonstrated a 
grasp of what is happening in non-Commnnist 
Asia far greater than anvon* among the lead­ 
ers in the present administration. 


AFTER REVISITING those countries this 
year, he has written a comprehensive article 
for Foreign Affairs (reprinted in Oct. 23 issue 
of U.S. News St World Report!. 
It remains now, in the preliminaries to the 
GOP Convention, to translate his views into the 
vernacular of politics. 
Nixon says our presence in Vietnam has 
achieved three objectives: 
I. It has assured non-Communist countries on 
the perimeter of Eastern Asia from Japan to 
India that communism is not necessarily their 
wave of the future. 
2 We have bought time for them to develop 
their internal strength and to establish a re­ 
gional cooperation for mutual security common 
understanding and economic intercourse. 
3 By resistance to Communist aggression In 
Vietnam. Red China has been diverted from at­ 
tacks on other countries. 
Those countries because of their geographical 
position, should form regional defense pacts to 
attempt to contain aggression in their own 
areas. Such efforts are mandatory as an alter­ 
native to the direct confrontation of the nuclear 
powers, for “it is essential to minimize the 
number of occasions on which the great powers 
have to decide whether or not to commit their 
forces ” 
Nixon concludes we should press our military 
action until the Communist threat has been re­ 
moved from Southeast Asia. Looking beyond 
Vietnam and taking into account the present 
status of the peripheral countries — Japan, 
South Korea, Formosa, the Philippines, South 


Vietnam. Indonesia. Malaya, Australia and In­ 


dia — he observes nations in a process of 
transformation. 
With the last remnants of European colonial­ 
ism vanishing, these countries are changing 
more rapidly than those in Europe, the Middle 
East or Latin America. They are unwilling to 


accept widespread poverty, as they have in the 
past. Some of them, notably Japan, South Ko­ 
rea and Formosa, made secure by American 
power, have achieved wonders in national re­ 
forms, such as land tenure and industrializa­ 
tion. 
They are realizing that Communism’s prom­ 
ise for their future would make them like Red 
China today — flat, sterile conformity. 
Our role as a major Pacific power was thrust 
upon us when Japan struck at Pearl Harbor. 
The Pacific war which followed liberated areas 
that had been virtually annexed by Japanese 
imperialism. The perimeter of our defense af­ 
ter the war ran from the Aleutians to Korea 
and south as far as Australia. 
The necessity for defense required a two- 
ocean navy, now the greatest seapower in the 
world. TTiis pertains to our self-interest as well 
as to formal commitments which cannot be for­ 
saken 
Richard Nixon may well cite in describing 
the century-old policy of the Republican party 
our manifest destiny in the Pacific. 
Exactly IOO years ago, Secretary of State 
William Seward acquired Alaska as American 
territory. Every notable Republican statesman 
since then has supported or affirmed or extend­ 
ed American interests in the Pacific.

Shrinking Dollar 


Many people do not know the meaning of in­ 
flation. But they are certainly feeling its ef­ 


fects. 
Latest figures released by the U.S. Bueau of 
Latxir Statistics tell a story with far-reaching 
significance. 
The “average city family of four” now needs 
an income of at least $9,191 a year to maintain 
a moderate standard of living. The figure var­ 
ies in the 39 metropolitan areas suveyed. 
Thus, in New York City, the sum necessary 
for a family of four is $10,293 a year, while in 
Austin, Texas, it amounts to $8,088. 
The study accentuates the fact that family 
expenses in general have gone up 40 per cent 
since 1951 and approximately 16 per cent since 
1959 as a result of price increases alone. 


THE RISING cost of living extends not only 
to costs of food, housing, transportation, clothing 
and personal care but to other items in the 
budget of a family of four. 
How did this happen? Most people have been 
unaware of the economic forces that have 
steadily pushed prices higher. 
Labor unions have been demanding increases 
in income for members. 
Employers agree to new wage scales — or 
undergo costly strikes — and to offset the added 
expenditures, 
they feel compelled to raise 
prices. 
In some instances, this means a decrease in 
demand and reduction in profits, esDecially for 
marginal producers who do not have more 
monev to spend to market their products. 
On the whole, the national economy has been 
pressed on all sides for several years. The cost 
of living has steadily risen, as wages and 
prices have broken previous records. 
Unfortunately, politics has had much to do 
with failure to restrain inflation. Administra­ 
tions have been tempted to attract votes bv in­ 
creasing 
expenditures 
for 
special 
projects 
throughout the country. 
But not enough tax money has been collected 
to prevent huge deficits. While the Vietnam 
War has substantially increased the federal 
budget, some inflation would have occurred 
even without the expenses of the war in South­ 
east Asia. This is because the deficits were 
considerable in size even before the Vietnam 
war was expanded. 
The economic history of the United States 
shows that in periods of recession or depres­ 
sion, prices have fallen and unemployment has 
been widespread. So long as government spend­ 
ing continues on a larger and larger scale, it 
has beon assumed that a depression could be 
avoided. 
But as the deficits in the federal treasury 
have mounted 
to unprecedented peacetime 
heights, fears of an economic setback have 
been repeatedly expressed bv observers famil­ 
iar with what happened in the 1920s and 1930s. 
when the economic mechanism of the countvr 
steadily weakened and a loss of confidence re­ 
sulted. 
Depreciation in the purchasing power of the 
dollar has produced many changes In the wage 
scales. 
Auto Workers today, as well as steel work­ 
ers, are getting around $10,000 a year, Includ­ 
ing “fringe” benefits paid by employers. 


WHILE THIS HAS been regarded heretofore 
as a high wage, the new government study in­ 
dicates it is not as much out of line as many 
people had believed. 


In the unorganized fields of employment. 
wage rates have not been Increased to anv 
such extent, and this is where the hardshln ic 
heaviest. Retired groups, too. feel the pinch of 
inflation,

“Ana 
th ese sh all go away into 
everlasting punish ment; but 
tiie righ temis into life etern­ 
al.” 'Ilius after life h ere on 
th e earth is over, we will 
eith er go to a place called 
Heaven or to a pime called 
Hell. Both of tiiese places are 
eternal. Heaven will last as 
king as Hell and Hell will 
last as kx ig as Heaven. Both 
are evmlasttog. Wh ich place 
do ycHi want to be to in 
eternity ? 
A th ird tiling th at we learn 
from th is passage is th e fact 
th at betog saved o r being lost 
is entirely a mattm of my 
own ch oice. I can go to Heav­ 
en if I want to. Jesus urged 
us to enter into tiie way th at 
leads to life. I can be lost if 
I so ch oose. We sMi^times 
speak of God sendtog people 
to Heaven or to Hell. In th e 
true sense of th e word, tius 
statement is false. God does 
not seiKl us to one of 
tiiese (daces, we ch oose to go 
ourselves.

A MOMENT OF MEDITATION 


In Matthew 7:13, 14 we re­ 
ceive this instruction from 
Jesus. “ Enter ye in at the 
strait gate: for wide is the 
gate, and broad is the way, 
that leadeth to destruction, 
and many there be which go 
in thereat: Because strait is 
the gate, and narrow is the 
way, which leadeth unto life, 
and few there be that find 
it.” 
There are a number of 
things that are to be learned 
from this passage. First, it 
can be seen that there are 
just two ways that men can 
be walking. One way is de­ 
scribed as being broad and 
the other way is narrow. 
This simply means that you 
are walking one of these two 
ways today. Which way are 
you walking? Is it the nar­ 
row way or the broad way? 
Second, we can learn from 
this passage that there are 
just two eternal states of 
man. One is described as 
eternal life while the other is 
called a way of destruction. 


"Enter Ye In" 


This is further taught by 
Jesus in Matt. 25:46. “ And 
these shall go away into 
everlasting punishment: but 
the righteous into life etern­ 
al.” Thus after life here on 
the earth is over, we will 
either go to a place called 
Heaven or to a place called 
Hell. Both of these places are 
eternal. Heaven will last as 
long as Hell and Hell will 
last as long as Heaven. Both 
are everlasting. Which place 
do you want to be in in 
eternity? 
A third thing that we learn 
from this passage is the fact 
that being saved or being lost 
is entirely a m atter of my 
own choice. I can go to Heav­ 
en if I want to. Jesus urged 
us to enter into tile way that 
leads to life. I can be lost if 
I so choose. We sometimes 
speak of God sending people 
to Heaven or to Hell. In the 
true sense (rf the word, this 
statement is false. God does 
not 
send 
us 
to 
one 
of 
these places, we choose to go 
ourselves. 


There is one other poi 
that needs to be made dei 
Being lost or saved depen 
on whether we obey Jesus 
not. In Heb. 5:8.9 we lea 
that Christ has become t 
author of eternal salvati 
unto ail that obey Him.

IONS OP YOUNGSTERS across the United 
\Æ IL U ( 
1VI States will don store-boug ht costumes Tues­ 
day nig ht and venture onto the sidewalks of the 
neig hborhood armed with shopping bag s for the an­ 
nual haul of candy and other delectables that prob­ 
ably never will be eaten—the modem day deniza­ 
tion of a cmce raucous and sometimes downrig ht 
destructive American folkway that was known as 
Halloweening . 
« 
The y oung ster who knocks politely on the door 
and lisps “ Twick or Tweat” is a direct descendant 
of g enerations that once horrified and mortified 
rural districts with outlandish antics that sometimes 
were day s in the conception and hours in the actual 
ex ecution. 
People under 40 find it hard to believe, but the 
hot rocks of a couple of g enerations ag o actually 
did dismantle bug g ies, haul the parts to the very 
peak of a lofty bam roof and then reassemble 
them, just as the cartoonists sometimes depict in 
drawing s of those long -ag o day s. 
But that stunt became so common about the time 
of World War I that some new ones had to be de­ 
vised, to. assure that the victims would be in a suit­ 
ably rabid frame of mind when they awoke the nex t 
morning to a scene of devastation imrivaled since 
Appomattox . 


All the other cUdiet also were in the repertcire of the 
imag inative Hanoweenert. « that era — usually muscular 
y oung men Intent on rais% the blood pressure of an Irascible 
neishbor to near the danco* point. 
Gates chsappeared from fences, Town Hah fire bells rung 
at outlandish pbws, boards Wjfn ktosei^ in wooden side­ 
walks to t h |.|^ of dl pedoatfians. whole sections of picket 
fences were found hig h In a « ^rhy tiwe, cows, horses and 
other domestic aidmals were painted wtlandish hues and 
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manhole covers disappeared by the dozens, sometimes wind­ 
ing up in neat irtacks in the cmter of the Villag e Square. 


TAFFY-PULUNG, an art that vanished with hig h button 
shoes and watch chains, marked the more decorous social 
g athering s. So did apple-bobbing , cider g uzzlins and the man­ 
ufacture of hnnemade fudg e and popcwn baus. 


The phy sical disappearance of the outdoor plumbing 
facilities was so commonplace as to be taken as one of the 
perils of the season, like head cdds and chillblains. It was 
passe in the mid 20’s and virtually forg otten in the 30’s, 
thoug h it ling ered on in folklix e. 
unag inative fellows of that by g one era climbed to the 
roof of a neig hbor’s house and clapped a board over the 
chimney , so mat heavy clouds of coal amoke shortly drove 
the family oiRdom. 
Otl^rs of a more destructive bent introduced small 
charg es of black powder into one of the lumps (rf coal await­ 
ing use in the scuttle, inducing a heavy “ whoosh” in the 
bowels of the stove that frig htened the householder out of 
his BVD’s and sent a literal rain of soot throug h the premises. 
Pump handles were stden, only to turn up day s later in 
somebody ’s woodshed. Rain barrels were upset, spring houses 
and sm^e houses were raided. Rural malibox es vanished 
bodily 
were transposed in a confusing array . Fish found 
their way into commi 
hang ing outside business. 
to baffle even the oldest customers. Fire hy drants g ushed 
water my steriously . 
But most of all, there was a g enuine spooky atnH>sphere. 
I^ieeted hg ures stidked across the open landscape, bent on 
frig htoiing a lonesome travel« * in the mann« * of Ichabod 
Crane. Gmuine jack-o-lantems, illuminated with candles, 
bdbbed up in my sterious spots on the landscape « * were sud­ 
denly thrust in front of the window of a particularly sWt- 
todi old makl.

rural constables were particularly bedevded by horrendom 
inanks. The town draw could ex pect to awate the dot 
mwnii^ in an unlikely qwt like a churdi steeple or « njme 
front porch of the president of the local branch of the WCTV. 
The tick-tack-toe shattered the nerves of many solid 
burg hers. It was a fiendish litUe device made of a notcl^ 
spool and mounted on a looae ax le—a lolly pop stick, for 
stance—that g ave off a hettish clatter when

a winAiw pane and then set a-wWrling with a piece ol string , 
much as in the manner a top is spun. 
Countless pins w« e januned into doorbells. Lids (tf g ar­ 
bag e cans recklessly left outdows were found tied to the 
rear bumpers of autos or g racing the monument on the 
Square. 
The nex t g eneration invented the little trick of t r ^ 
posing the spare phig wires mi sonwbody ’s auto to that the 
Clünders fired oiit« turn, the whde machine rocked druM- 
enly and the motor alt« tiateti( g asped alarming ly and badt- 
fired lilm a B-2» .

person. But, to the outdoorsman, all have meaning. 
The sound of a startled bird, noisy insects that suddenly 
grow silent, the snap of a twig, the rustling of leaves, the 
sharp, almost imperceptive click of a hoof on a stone, the 
sound of a nut falling through leaves, the rustling of dry 
weeds. These too pass unnoticed by many. But, all have a 
definite meaning to hunters. 
Some noises or movements signify nothing, but all are 
quietly and quickly checked through the mind of the hunter 
and discarded or filed mentally. 


IT IS A SENSE that one develops The only training 
ground is the outdoors. Most hunters and fishermen are not 
even aware they have such a sense. It is second nature, so 
to say. 
It is easy to see how this “auxiliary” sense, or aware­ 
ness of even the slightest movements or sounds, could help 
soldiers in combat. 
Whether in dense jungles or wooded hill country, those 
who have a background of time spent in the outdoors, 
would be more apt to detect the movements or sounds of 
an enemy attempting to sneak up on them. 
It is nothing new. Early hunters, trappers and explorers 
undoubtedly had this sense developed to a greater degree

use extreme caution. Many fields of com have not been 
harvested because of the recent rains. 
The Game Commission announced more than 79.700 
ringneck pheasant cockbirds were produced for release in 
the state. This is an increase of 4,600 birds over last year. 
The commission has released 10,000 bobwhite quail, and 
5.000 wild turkeys. 
In Beaver County, Harry Merz, game protector, and 
his deputies have released 1,700 ringnecks. In-season stock­ 
ings of 300 ringnecks will be made during each of the first 
and second weeks of November. 
Some 40 wild turkeys are to be released in Beaver 
County. The Midland Sportsmen’s Club has released 328 
ringnecks raised in pens at Racoon State Park. 


FISH STOCKING has been completed at Highlandtown 
Lake. Some 100.000 bluegills were put in the waters Wed­ 
nesday afternoon. 
Fish management personnel will check the lake this 
week to determine the growth rate of fish stocked earleir 
this year. 
The fish will be “shocked,” th—i returned to the water 
after examination. 


OHIO FISH MANAGEMENT REPORT. More than 118 
million fish were stocked in the state’s waters during the 
four-year period 1963 through 1966, according to the Depart­ 
ment of Natural Resources. 
Stocking included 30 million walleys in inland lakes and 
reservoirs and 78 million walleyes in Lake Erie. 
Ohio’s investment during the period reached a total of 
$2,600 OOO, according to state officials. The state opened 275 
lakes to the public, ranging in size from a half acre to 
2,500 acres. 
Some 12.600 cypress trees were planted along the shores 
of 33 lakes. 
In addition to the walleyes, 334.000 chain pickerel, 
2.200.000 largemouth bass, 40.000 smallmouth bass. 56,000 
muskellunge, 130.000 northern pike and 122,298 trout were 
stocked in inland waters. 
A total of 3,292,695 fishing licenses were issued dur­ 
ing the period, with the total increasing from 833,099 in 
1965 to 853,659 in 1966. 
The 1967 sale is expected to reach 875,000 or more. 
Vegetation control covered 239 acres in 43 water areas. 
The estimated investment in the 1967 fisheries program 
is $700,000. 
The state also is trying striped bass this year, with 
76.000 stocked in an experimental program 
Next April, 25,000 Coho salmon fingerlings will be re­ 
leased in another experiment. If the success of these fish 
in Lake Erie reaches the proportions experiments in Like 
Michigan, within six months thousands of Coho will reach 
weights up to seven pounds. 
By the summer of 1969. the Coho should be up to IO to 
15 pounds and in the fall of that year, if the experiment is 
successful, Ohio fishermen will be able to fish the streams 
when the salmon start their spawning runs.

Big Dent In Mailorder Business

By JOSEPH E. MOHB4T 
Associated Press Writer 
WASHINGTON (A13) - Con­ 
gressional clamor and a contro­ 
versial Supreme Court ruling 
have put a big dent in the mail­ 
order pornography business, the 
government's chief postal sleuth 
says.

mail have plunged 30 per cent, 
Chief 
Inspector 
Henry 
B. 
Montague said, since the Su­ 
preme Court ruled 19 months 
ago that lurid advertising may 
be weighed against the defend­ 
ant in obscenity trials. 
And 20 legislative proposals to 
combat 
pornography 
have 
sounded a further alarm to the 
commercial peddlers of smut 
“I think some of these dealers 
have had second thoughts since 
the Ginzburg case/' Montague 
said in an interview. “Thev’re 
awaiting further developments 
—but for now they've decided 
it might be wiser to keep their 
stuff out of the mail.” 
From 1962 to 1966, Montague 
said, complaints about offen­ 
sive—if not legally obscene— 
mailings climbed from 52.000 to 
more than 197,000. 
The Supreme Court, upholding 
the obscenity-by-mai! conviction 
of publisher Ralph Ginzburg. 
ruled in March 1966 that adver­ 
tising, designed so titillate may 
be 
considered 
in 
deciding 
whether the advertised material 
itself is obscene 
In the following vear. com­ 
plaints to postmasters drooped 
nearly to 140.000 A California 
publisher of nudist magazines 
was convicted last February of 
sending obscene matter into 
Iowa. And complaints during 
the first three months of the 
current fiscal year ere around 
17,006—a 50 per cent drop from 
the corresponding period last 
year. 
Rut if the postman is deliver­ 
ing 
less 
offensive 
material, 
someone apparently is circulat­ 
ing more. It’s the opinion of 
Montague, a quiet, solemn man 
who s e l d o m 
laughs, 
that 
there’s more hard-core 
por­ 
nography in circulation today 
even if ifs not moving by mail 
The ads are in girlie magazines 
instead of mailboxes. The mag­ 
azines usually move by truck ” 
Montague and other federal 
officials define hard-core por­ 
nography as that depicting actu­ 
al sexual relations or perver­ 
sions. Virtually all of the hard­ 
core material is pictorial, since 
the courts have all but eliminat­ 
ed the possibility of obscenity 
findings for printed matter 
Montague believes congres­ 
sional pressure also has had a 
dampening effect on would-be 
mailers of sex-oriented advertis­ 
ing. Congress is considering a

number of bills that would pro­ 
tect postal patrons from offen­ 
sive mailings. 
And President Johnson has 
signed into law a bill empower­ 
ing him to create an 18-member 
commission to report by Janu­ 
ary 1970 on a strategy against 
pornography.
